ARE CROWDED ONES 


In General Built Over 20 Years Ago. 
They are Commencing to Out­ 
grow Present Conditions 


TOTAL ENROLLMENT 1900 MARK 


Board of Edu, I tion and Council Seek 
Financial Aid at Session of the 
Legislature 
T he total enrollm ent in all cf the 
schools for the current year. cou n t­ 
in g all pupils who 
have 
been 
in 
school sin ce Sept. let., is approaching 
the 1900 mark and, as there are yet 
four m onths more of school, the to­ 
tal enrollm ent for 
the 
year 
w ill 
probably be about the same as that 
o f last year, possibly a little in ex 
cess. 
W h ile the total school en roll­ 
ment for a school year has not show n 
any large increases in a 
period 
of 
several years, the number of pupils in 
h igh school and in the upper grades 
has been on the increase, 
and 
this 
condition explains the congestion in 
certain quarters of the town. 
A g iv ­ 
en num ber of high school pupils re­ 
quire a larger number of class rooms 
to accom odate them than an equal 
num ber of grade children. 
Some of the grade b u ild in gs in the 
city are taxed to their capacity as 
to num bers anu any 
additional 
in ­ 
crease would prove a very em barrass­ 
in g situation. 
The H arrison build­ 
in g has had in attendance during the 
past m onth an 
average 
o f 
about 
th irty-eigh t ( 3 8 ) pupils to the room 
and. as an equal distribution is not 
possible under a grading system , it 
m eans that some rooms 
must 
have 
m ore than forty (4 0 ) pupils. 
The 
Lowell and- W ashington grades n u m ­ 
ber on th e average 
th irty-six 
(3 6 ) 
pupils to the room, the Lincoln th ir­ 
ty-five 
( 3 5 ) ; 
and 
the 
W hittler 
th irty -th ree (3 3 ) . 
All of the a v a il­ 
able grade rooms in our schools are 
now occupied, 
except 
one 
vacant 
room in th e W hittier, and the num ­ 
ber of pupils per teacher h as about 
reached the limit w hich 
a 
teacher 
can efficiently handle. 
We are c a ll­ 
ing atten tion to th e above situation 
to show how a slight Increase in the 
population of the town or increased 
v ig ila n ce in the enforcem ent of the 
school atten dance law s o f th e state 
could easily create a real problem in 
the h ou sin g of 
school 
children 
in 
Brainerd. 
There is before the legislature at 
the present time, and under serious 
consideration by both 
H ouse 
and 
S en ate a new' C ompulsory School Law- 
requiring part tim e atten d an ce of all 
children up to eig h teen - ( 1 8 ) years 
of age, excep t four year high school 
graduates and many people believe 
this law will be enacted before the 
adjournm ent of the legislatu re. 
if 
such a m easure should piles th** pres­ 
ent legislature, It would affect, at an 
estim ate, about one hundred 
(IOO) 
young people in Brainerd and would 
add to the school room problem in 
Brainerd very m aterially. 
H earings
